Clinton's visit came 26 days 
after fires erupted here, scorch- 
ing 25,000 acres - so far - of 
rugged, steep forestland. It is one 
of 66 fires burning more than 
866,000 acres in 11 states, accord- 
ing to the National Interagency 
Fire Center iti Boise. 

Several miles away, crews con- 
tinued to herd (he fire toward the 
main Salmon River and away 
from small settlements in Warren 
off the cast flank and the 
Marshall Mining District on the 
northwest flank. National Forest 
Service Chief Michael Dombcck 
lias said it is one of several blazes 
likely to bum until snowfall. 

But a large spot fire burning, 
about a mile ahead of the north- 
eastern front of (he main blaze 
ran througli the Cottontail Creek 
drainage to the main Salmon and 
was burning downstream about a * 
quarter mile along the river. Nez 
Perce National Forest officials, 
who oversee the forest on (he 
north side of the Salmon, were 
assessing contingencies .should 
flames jump the river. 

Statewide, 10 major fires and 
even more smaller ones have 
burned or are burning 200,000 
acres. The flames are out on hun- 
dreds of thousands of more acres. 

The president took a 40-minute 
helicopter tour of the Burgdorf 
fire with his chief of staff, John 
Podcstu, . and Dombeck. 
Munching on a banana and a 
bagel, Clinton asked Dqmbcck 
how long it took the fire to move 
100 yards. “Faster than you can 
run," Dombeck replied.

Searchers raise Civil War submarine 


Vessel was first to 
sink an enemy ship

CHARLESTON, S.C. - As can- 
nons boomed along shore, the 
Confederate submarine H.L. 
Hunley finally returned to port 
' Tuesday, 136 years after it carved 
its name in history as the first sub- 
marine to sink an enemy warship. 

liie Hunley, which sank with its 
crew of nine on Feb. 17, 1864, after 
Tamming a spar with a black pov^ 
dcr charge into the >vooden hull oT 
the Union blockade ship 


Housatunic, was lifted from its 
watery grave about four miles off 
nearby Sullivans Island shortly 
before 9 a.m. 

Then it was secured on a barge 
and token to a conservation lab.at._ 
the oldCharlestonNavy baser-'- — 

“This is so incredibly exciting,” 
said Marc Ramsey of Richmond, 
Va., a Confederate Civil War re- 
enactor who helped fire a cannon as 
word came the Hunley had broken 
the surface. “This was like the 
stealth bomber of its time." 

The hand-cranked sub, which was 
40 feet long, 4 feet wide, 4 feet high 
and fasliioned from locomotive boil- 
ers, is expected to remain at the 




Navy base at least seven years 
before going on display at the 
Charleston Museum. 

Previous dives found that the ves- 
sel - named after New Orleans 
lawyer Horace Lawson Hunley, who

WASHINGTON (AP) - Psst. 
Want (0 buy a computer smart 
cord that will allow you to get all 
the television cUannels you could 
want from yoW saicUite dUh for 
free? 

That was the offer the U.S. 
Customs Service made over o 22- 
month period in a nationwide 
undercover sting operation. And 
their website, “Operation 
Smurtcard.net” did a land office 
business, authorities said, selling 
more than 3,000 illegal cards to 
dealers. 

The website, which has since 
been shut down, targeted individ- 
uals who wonted to purchase 
cards to steal programs from 
DirecTV, one of two major satel- 
lite television distribution sys- 
tems in the country. 

The site, which warned that' 
"unauthorized use of access 
cards" was illegal, touted “huge 
dealer discounts" for the cards. 

The investigation, still under 
way, has resulted in charges 
against seven individuals, offi- 
cials m the Justice Department 


and U.S. Customs Service said 
Tuesdoy. They said another four 
have pleaded guilty to charges of 
violaung laws protecting satellite 
television transmissions. 

"We anticipate that additional 
people will be charged,” said 
Chuck McLeod, the head of the 
Customs Service office in Seattle, 
the region where the Internet 
sting was operated. He said about 
SO major dealers of die cards had 
been identified by Customs 
agents with officials still .sifting 
through evidence gathered 
around the country. 

In a separate invc.srigation, the 
FBI announced in Los Angeles on 
Tuesday that it had brought 
charges against IS people for 
dealing in the illegal cards. 

“While the Internet is a 
remarkable technology! in the" 
hands of criminals it can be used 
to steal money und intellectual 
property on a massive scale,” 
Rick Wade, FBI assistant in 
cliarge of the LnS Angeles office, 
told reporters at a news confer- 
ence.

image of Midland, Texas that Bush has 
worked so hard to ailiivatc.

V^at's more, as an Orthodox 
Jew, Liebennan observes the Sabbath 
and dietary restrictions. Yet, Lieberman 
has managed to reconcile his strict 
adherence to religious customs with his 


role in public life by refraining fnim 
poliiicid activities between .sundutvn 

-Friday and sundown Saturday. At his 

first two U.S. Senate nominating conven- 
tions in 1SH6 and 1994, which were held 
on Saturdays, Lieberman delivered his 
acceptance speech via videotape. This 
year, Connecticut Democrats wised up. 
They held the convention Friday evening 
_=_w^bcforc.dacknc5 


On rare occasions, lieltcrman has had 
to cast Senate votes on Saturday. He jus- 
tifies such actions by dting Rabbinic law 
that says it’s OK to ignore prohibitions of 
die Sabbath when it affects “people's 
health, well-being or security." As for the 
tuna fish, he eats it often as an alterna- 
tive to non-koshcr food. 

It’s impossible to know how Licber- 
man’s rcli^on will play out in this cam- 
paign. Political polls aired Monday ^ow 
that 92 percent of American voters say 
they would consider voting for a Jew for 
national office. My hunch is tliat the per- 
centage is lower and that Gore has edeu- 
laied that the states where voters won’t 
be receptive to a Jew are states that were 
going to lilt to Bush anyway. (Conversely, 
Liebi^an’s candidacy helps in a number 
of battleground states with large jewi^ 


populations, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Florida among them, 

- ■ -Lieberman's.votingrccord will l>e fair 
game, as in past campaigns, but in 30 
years it’s hard to recall a single attack on 
his ethics or imegrity. The most pointed 
criticism that Waierbury Mayor Philip 
Giordano, who is Licbermon’s GOP 
Senate rival, has leveled is Ueberman’s 
vot e against a constitutional amendment 


banning flag burning. 

Lieberman enjoys an extraordinary 57- 
poim lead over (Ciordano, a sccond-ricr 
poliddan who entered the race over the 
strong objections of (k>v. John G. Rowland 

- who thinks Liebennan is the cat’s meow 

- and to Sparc the state GOP the embar- 
rassmcni of not fielding a candidate. 

In truth, Rowland isn’t the only 
Republican who holds Lieberman in high 
regard. Recent polls show that a substan- 
tial majority of Connecticut voters, 
regardless of political affiliation, approve 
of Lieberman’s job performance and 
believe he’s earned a third Senate term. 

Mostly, that’s because Lieberman has 
carved out a unique place for himself on 
the political landscape. Over the course 
of this campaign, you’ll hear Lieberman 
described as an erstwhile progressive 


masquerading us a moderate; a social lib- 
eral and fiscal conservative; and an 
acolyte of the centrist Democratic 
Leadership Coundl. Lieberman is all of 
those tilings and one more: an incredibly 
canny politidan who understands the ' . 
tenor of the times and goes with it. 

In the anything-goes ’70s, Liebennan, 
built a record as the prototyplcally libec- 
ai state legislator. In the pragmatic ’SOs, , 


he was the people’s lawyer, transformi'i^ 
the attorney general’s office from a stale 
government backwater to populist cru-j! 
sadcr. When he diallengcd three-term " 
GOP Sen. Lowell P. Weicker Jr. in 1988 - 
a race that most political experts thou^t 
Lieberman was crazy to pursue - he ran 
to the right of the incumbent and out- 
polled Weicker among Republicans. 

As a U.S. senator, Lieberman has 
ranged all over the philosophical spec- 
trum, variously invoking logic, conviction 
and reli^ous prindple to justify his posi^ 
tions. It’s a strategy that’s proven wildly ; 
successful in Connecticut. Whether it can 
be replicated nationally remains to be 
seen.

In almost every case, it 
appears the burglar or burglars 
put. little or'*no planning into 
the crimes, Wilson said. The 
m'ethod of entry has usually 
been direct and brutal, such as 
smashing a windpw br kicking 
in a door. 


“They’ve probably just boon 
skulking around at night, look- 
ing for opportunities,” he said. 

Morris Brock, who owns Feed 
Service Inc,, said it looks us if at 
least a little planning went into 
hitting his business last week. 

Somebody apparently look 
t he time to loosen t h e screws on 
the bars over nn office window 
sometime during'^he day, he 
said. The burglar or burglars 
then came back, pulled the bars 
off and smashed the window to 
come in. 

The burglar or burglars took 
loose valuables, such as cam-

Forest, wildlife 
agencies face 
suit after fires 

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) - The 
U.S. Forest Service and Fish 
and Wildlife Service could face 
— a-lowsuit-alleging-they-violated— 
the Endangered Species Act by 
failing to take measures lo pro- 
tect animals from widespread 
wildfires. 

Six Utah counties, the 
Oregon-based Independent 
Forest Productions Association 
and a Montana forester last 
week filed a 60-day notice of 
intent to sue. They allege feder- 
al agencies failed to harvest 
enough timber or take precau-- 
tions against wildfires, putting 
species at risk. 

The suit targets the South 
Manti project within the Manti- 
La Sal National, Forest, in cen- 
tral Utah. The'eounties that 
signed'on arc 'Juab, Millard, 
Piute, Sanpete, Sevier and 
Wayne. 

Tex Olsen, chairman of the 
Sevier County Commission, sold 
his county joined the lawsuit 
because it bdieves there should 
be multiple and mutual uses of 
forest assets. 

"That includes recreation, 
grazing, timber harvesting, min- 
ing. All can be made compati- 
ble,” Olsen said. “The problem 
in the past has been that those 
who rely heavily on the 
Endangered Species Act to 
advance environmental causes 
say timber harvest takes away 
animal habitat. Actually what 
happens is, when you take out 
the dead limber, which has a 
commercial value, it also 
reduces the fuel that has helped 
produce so many of these 
intense fires.” 

Patrick Connell, the Montana 
forester who signed on to the 
lawsuit, said wildfires are exac- 
erbated by the lack of road 
access to blazes and poor forest 
health condition.s. 

“When blowup fire conditions 
like we arc experiencing this 
year throughout (he West can 
kill whole herds of elk, there is 
little chance for survival of 
other listed threatened or 
endangered species,” he said.

Hi gh court reinstates case 
against Canyon County man 


BOISE (AP) - The Idaho 
Supreme Court reinstated the 
drug case against a Canyon 
County man on Tuesday, over- 
turning a district judge who threw 
out key evidence on grounds it 
“wiTseut^ uncotK^ — 

The high court ruled that 
seizure by a Canyon County 
Sheriffs deputy did not violate 
James Otto Nickel’s right against 
unreasonable search and seizure 
when she asked for his identifica- 
tion and then took his expired 
temporary driver’s permit to run a 
che^ on him. 

"Interrogating a person con- 
cerning his identification or. 
requesting identification docs not, 
wiiiiout more, constitute a 
seizure,” Justice Wayne KidwelJ 
wrote for the court majority. 

Nickel was parked on a dead- 
end mud track on his mother’s 
property when Deputy Donia 
Ballard, acting on an anonymous < 
tip that drug activity was occur- 
ring there, pulled in behind the 
cor. Ballard said she was checking 
out a report of a suspicious vchT 
cle, and Nickel idenofled himself . 
and sold he was their “watching 
the com grow.” 

Ballard said she believed he was 
under the influence of something 
because he was uncooperative 


and his eyes seemed wild. She 
asked for identification and took 
his expired temporary driver’s 
permit to check his record. When 
she found he was wanted in 
Caldwell, she called for backup 
"and proceeded to arrest him over' 
his resistance. 

A subsequent search of the car 
produced a rolled dollar bill con- 
taining cocaine. 

But District Judge Gerald 
Weston threw out the results of 
the search - the key to the case 
against Nickel - on grounds thht 
since Nickel on private prop- 
erty and Bollard had no sufficient 
reason to cliallenge him he was 
unreasonably detained and the 
search of his car illegal. 

The Supreme Court, however, 
held that even though Nickel was 
on private property, he could be 
questioned in an investigative 
context and that he was not 
detained until after Ballord dis- 
covered there was an outstanding 
warrant for his arrest.

The Yakomas argued that they 
are “culturally affiliated” with the 
remains and entitled under feder- 
al law to custody of the skeleton 


for traditional rcbunal. 

' .Jelderks said he was concerned 
that adding the Yakamas “would 
further delay a process that has 
been less than expeditious, and 
would be prejudicial to the par- 
— ties’-interest-in-cffidenHind-timt^ 
ly resolution of diis litigation.” 

Tlie federal government is the 
.sole defendant. The Army Corps 
of En^eers had jurisdiction over 
the Columbia River shallows 
where the bones were found in 
July 1996 and planned to turn 
them over to Indian tribes when

Chile's top court strips 

Pinochet of Immunity 

SANTIAGO, Chile - Opening 
the door for a historic trial of 
Gen. Augusio Pinochet on homq 
soil, tlie Chilean Supreme Court 
on Tuesday announced that the 
ux-dictutor will be stripped of his 
immunity from prosecution - the 
legal armor that has made him 
tuuoucliablu since stepping down 
after 17 years of iron-fisted rule 
in 1990, 

In a bold 14-to-G verdict, the 
high court reached deep into 
Chile's past and ruled that 
Pinochet, 84, could still be 
brought to justice for at least 
some of the atrocities that fol- 
lowed his U.S.-supported 1973 
coup against President Salvador 
Allcnde, a democratically elected 
socialist. 

The decision set up a lengthy 
legal process ugain.st Pinochet, 
induding a near<crtain criminal 
indictment in the coming weeks, 
that will be cathartic for more 


than just Chile. The case died in 
the nilinp and for which Pinneher 
may now face prosecution is a 20- 
day mission to slaughter 75 dissi- 
dents in late 1973, a time when 
Washington remained very com- 
mitted to the Pinochet regime.

Zone 5, the coldest region in which 
lavender grows. Lavandin, L. x 
intermedia, a major source of 
French lavender oil, is almost as 
hardy, while French lavender, L. 
dentato, and Spanish lavender, L 
stoechos, arc more tender. In areas 
colder than Zone 7, they should be 
treated cither as summer annuals 
or as potted plants to be taken 
indoors for the winter. 

To find a variety that will thrive 
in your area, check with your local 
‘ gatden center or a good catalog. 

All lavenders like full sun and 
good drainage, and prefer sandy, 
alkaline soil. If possible, plant 
them on a slope or atop a mound to 
encourage runoff. 

Pruning is bust done after the 
blooms have peaked; dip the stem 
down to its leafy base, cutting die 
plant back by about a third to 
restore its rounded shape, then 
water it well. If you snip flowers 
for arrangements, however, start 
early on a sunny day when only 
about a third of the blooms have 
opened. Arrange the lavender in a 
vase witliout water, which will rot 
. the cut stems. 

Drying lavender 

Dried lavender for sachets and 
potpourri can be bought in craft 
stores and herb shops, but if you 
grow the plant in the garden, 
drying some yourself. 

Harvest the lavender when the 
_flowers have bloomed but not yet 
faded, cutting the stems at the 
point where the leaves meet the 
' stalk. Use a rubber band to bind a - 
bunch together, and hang it upside 
down in a dry, well-ventilaicd area, 
out of the di^t surdjght that can 
cause the essential oil tocvaporato — 
and the color to fade. ^ your house 
is prone to collecting a lot of dust, 
you can cover the bunches with 
paper bags. Once the flowers have 
dried, strip them off and store 
them in jars in a cool, dry place. 

^Making sachets 

Lavender sachets make closets 
and drawers smell sweet and 
clean. They also make excellent 
gifts - especially these heart- 
shaped versions. 

Start by folding a piece of paper 
in half and drav^g one half of a. 
heart shape - about 5 inches is a 
.good size -so the center is' on the 
fold. Cut along the line and unfold 
the pattern. Use this template to 
cut out two pieces of fabric Pin the 
two fabric pieces with the right 
sides together and sew around the 
:perimeter of the heart with a 1/4- 
inch scam, leaving a 2 1/2-inch 
opening on one side. Turn the 
s^ct inside out and press. 

Roll up a piece of paper to use os 
a funnel and fill the sachet with 
dried lavender florets. Stitch the 
opening dosed by hand. 

To add a ribbon loop so the 
sachet can be suspended from a 
hanger or hook, cut on appropriate 
Icn^ of ribbon and de the ends in 
a knot or bow. Hand-stitch the 
knot to the top of the heart.

• If yelluwjnckels buzz around, 
try to back away slowly.

action. After sunset, when most 
of the yellowjackets have gone 
inside, put on all black clothing 
and shield yourself as much as 
you can. Take a fresh can of 
aerosol labeled for yellowjackets 
and wasps to the nest site and 
squirt the pencil-like stream 
directly into the entrance hole. 
Turn off the flashlight immedi- 
ately so the enraged occupants 
can't sec you and leave the area - 
quickly. 

If you know that you have a 
sensitivity to bee stings, get some- 
one else to do the job for you. 

If the wasp nest is in a wall, or 
perhaps their door is under a roof 


shingle, it is doubly effective to 
sprinkle a wad of steel wool tvith 
^vin dust and stuff that into the 
entrance. The wasps will try to 
che w thLoj|gh_thi-Stficl_wooLj 
(can’t) and will get the Sevin all 
•over them. Sevin is deadly to all 
bees. So if the spray doesn’t get 
them, the Sevin will. 

* If yellowjackets and wosps 
are just buzzing around in trees, 
trying to make a living, not hurt- 
ing anything, leave them alone. 
When they're hungry for a meaty 
meal, they'll eat caterpillars, 
-aphids,-spidcrsund-otbcr- things 
you'd rather not think about. 

To those who have written in 
with sick tree questions: The yel- 
lowing leaves (sometimes with 
burnt edges, sometimes not) and 
generally “sick” trees sound like 

deficiency. Remember that 
plants don't have teeth: They 
need a liquid diet, so you’ve got 
to dissolve those granules you puu 
down. Water. Water slowly and 
deeply and twice a week till you 
sec new growth. Some of the 
symptoms we’re seeing ore just 
because we have had mu«^ less 
rainfall than usual in thc'Iast 
three years and there is little sub- 
surface moisture in the root 
zones. 


Afraicd of the garden? Get over it

“Brown thumb” is a malady 
well known to garden nursery 
staff. Customers, convinced that 
they cannot grow plants, throw 
themselves on the mercy of 
these experts, looking for the

debilitating case of “hortipho- 
bia.” 

“It’s very common for people 
to feel they can't grow things," 
says Sandy Morrill of Smith & 
Hawken's Berkeley. Calif., nurs- 
ery. “They’ll usually c'ome’up' to- 
me holding a flowering plant 
and soy 'This is really pretty. 
but I k ill everything I try to 
grow.'"" ^ 

Morrill asks potential garden- 
ers to think ebout their space. 
Then she quizzes them about 
where they live; whether the 
garden is sunny or shady; how 
big the garden (or container) is; 
ai^ whether deer arc a prob- 
1cm. 

Cindcc Carvalho, general 
'manager of Aldcn Lane Nursery 
-in-Livermore,-Calif.,-asks-her 
“brown thumb” customers to 
think about where the sun is 
when they go to pick up the 
morning paper or who in the 
family takes care of the_water^ 
ing and how they do i(, She’li 
advise them to read a book in 
the garden and look up from 
time to time to see where the 
U^t falls. 

Close scrutiny of what’s 
already growing in or near your 
proposed garden can give you 
some idea of what cl.se might 
thrive there, says Peter 
Tourtelloite of Orchard Nursery 
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to retain moisture 
successfully wifh- 
out frequent water-— 
ing." 

Containers are 
also good begin- 
ning projects 
because you con 
fill them w ith pre-_ 
mixed potting soil 
to jump-start 
plants. If you’’rc 
planting dircctly'in 
the ground, you'll 
most likely need to 
amend the soil to 
encourage better" 
plant growth. 

A local nursery 
shou ld be able lo 
guide you to the 
proper amehd- 
ments for the soil 
in your area. Old 
standbys such as 
cosmp^ zinnins and 
vinca will help cel 


about how some of his old bud- 
dies miglit want to join in a fra- 
cas.

Here arc a few more tips: 

• If you drink a sweet soda out- 
doors, keep an eye on it.

Tlicse pests hone in on a 
snack hy smell.

Creatively landscape your^^ard with lights

Sandwiched between a spa-

Here arc a few common 
errors:

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Steel roofs win the favor of homeowners

Most homeowners probably 
don’t think about their roof very 
often. Phyllis Philippbar is an 
exception. 

“I just love my metal roof," 
said PhiHppbar, who invested in 
new, coated steel .shingles when 
the roof on her home in North 
Canton, Ohio, needed replace- 
ment five years ago. 

At first, she and her husband 
Robert liked the idea of haring a 
. roof they would never need to 
replace. In 1998, they got an 
even better rca.son for endorsing 
' metal.

^id. The steel shingles prevent- 
^ serious damage,

commonly in the early years of 
the 20th century. Over the years' 
asphalt came to push out com- 
petitors such as wood, slate and 
tile. 

A coalition of steel makers, 
shingle manufacturers and 
installers has formed to persuade 
homeowners to. go back to the 
future, investing in a new gener- • 
ation of metal roofing materials. 

A TV ad campaign conducteif 
by the Metal Roofing Alliance 
was organized in 1999 and 
offered a free informational 
video by dialing 1-888-METAL- 
ROOF. MRA- President Tom 
Black said the traditional metal 
roof used to be what's called 
“vertical seam" roofing. This is 
the material often see on agricul- 
tural buildings and is made from 
thin sheet steel coated with n 
protective layer of zinc applied 
by the electro-coating method 
known as galvanization, The zinc 
- plus any paint - protects the 


metal from rust. 

Hisioricaify, this style of roof- 
ing hasn’t appeaIcd*to many 
homeowners. 

“The key to breaking into the 
residential market was to devel- 
op products that resemble shake, 
tile, shingles and slate,’’ Black 
said. 

The new products typically 
featurc'd a thicker layer of zinc 
and sometimes feature a coating 
of aluminum applied by a new 
|)rocess invented by Bethlehem 
Steel. Die metal is then given a- 
paint job at the factory, where 
liaked-on coatings give the mate- 
rial n fnde-rcsistant color finish 
that’s extra smooth and slippery 
to .shed snow. The steel is 
stamped into the desired shape, 
and sometimes insulating foam is 
s}irayed on the back. 

Because it is made from thin 
metal sheets, metal roofing is 
lighter than asphalt, tile or shake, 
iind can be nailed directly on top 


of the old roofing if zoning regu- 
lations permit. 

Black said the cost of a profes- 
sionally installed metal roof is. on 
averagc,-two-and-a-lialf times as 
expensive as an asphalt roof: 
“But what wo like to stress is that 
the average asphalt roof in 
America lasts 17 years, while n 
metal roof is guaranteed for 50 
years and should last twice iliat 
long.” 

As you might expect, advocates 
of asphalt roofing have a few 
things to say about all this. 
Officials with the Asphalt 
Roofing Manufacturers 
Association point out that asphalt 
has more going for it than its 
main advantage: price. 

The ARMA says manufacturers 
have developed improved shin- 
gles that arc longer lasting, more 
fire-resistant and easier to recy- 
cle. In addition, they point out 
that asphalt shingles are much 
easier to install and maintain.

On a ribbon of road twisting 
through the Appennincs, city 
names flashed by like directions 
to u buffet: Parma, Bologna, 
Mortudella. The cities of Italy 
taste every bit as good as they 
sound. . 

. We ate shards of aged yet 
almost creamy Parmesan 
cheese, thin slices of salty, dry- 
cured salami and bacon mulled 
with spices in u marble trougli. 
We ate our way from Venice to 
UteTagurian^cbUstrcrisscrossing" 
Tuscany in a round of volup- 
tuous feasting. 

In a tiny pizzeria in the village 
of Aulla, the only restaurant 
open late on a Sunday evening, 
we expected the wdr.st hiit cot 
thin, crisp pTzza bru.shcd with 
tomato .sauce, piled with fresh 
arugula and topped edge-to- 
edge with folded slices of pro- 
— sciuito. 

Too tired to search for a 
restaurant one night, we for- 
aged at a roadside produce 
stand and later made cubed fin- 
gerling potatoes with rosemary 
from the bush by our dour, 
scared baby zucchini with the 
blossoms still attached, and an 
omelet with basil, garlic and 
dead-ripe tomatoes. 

Food is still taken seriously in 
Italy, even in the most tourist- 
clogged cafes, A risotto one 
evening featured three varieties 
of shrimp so pristinely fresh that 
the flavors of the shellfish were 
easy to distinguish one from the 
other. A sole filleted at the table 
in a modc.st mountain-top restau- 
rant was so tender and sweet, it 
dissolved like rice paper on the 
longue. 

We mostly ignored the chic 
contemporary restaurants and 
,«4jj>ed in family trattorias that 
featured the .specialties of the 
regions. Other chan a brief stay 
in Venice, a swing through 
Chianti and a quick trip to 
Florence, we concentrated on 
the Ligurian villages near our 
rented hilltop house. There, 
between the marble mountains 
of Carrara and the Ligurian Sea, 
is a plain dotted with ancient 
Roman' and Etruscan villages 
crowned with fortified castles. 

This is porcini mushroom 
country, where restaurants can 
be found that feature the fungi

Ranch-style picnic brings acres oFpleasure

Her early cookbooks have 
been a part of my collection 
since the mid 1970s. Yes, way 
bl^fore Martha, Diana von 
Vfelonetz Wentworth and her 
late husband, Paul von Welanetz, 
were packing hundreds of enthu- 
slbstic students into cooking 
classes.

As a child, I had never liked 
tomatoes. Not fresh from my 
grandma's garden, not sprinkled 
with sugar as was my grandpa’s 
custom and not even as a sauce 
on pizza or pasta. 

• But the BLT won me over. 
Initially, it was the lure of the 
bacon. But upon first taste, the 
sheer genius of the BLT's con- 
trast in flavor, texture and tem- 
perature became recognizable - 
even to a child. 

What also struck me was the 
darned dependence of this'crc-” 
ation on the dcad-of-summer 
tomato. The Randwich-just-isnb 
the same without it. 

BACON. LETTUCE AND 
TOMATO SANDWICH 

'2 slices white bread 


3 to 6 slices bacon 
Iceberg lettuce leaves

Suit yourself when it conies to 
bacon - hickory-smoked, thick- 
cut ... Fry it carefully (or nuke, 
hake or broil, if you must); too 
underdone and the bacon will 
inevitably be chewy, too over- 
done and it will be hitter. Dab 
the bacon with paper towels and 
set aside to cool slightly. 

Leave the $7 mesclun mix in 
the crisper. Only iceberg lettuce 
is allowed in a BLT. An accept- 
able substitute might be 
romaine, were it not for the 
architectural problems posed by 
"the thick rlbs runnlng through 
eacli leaf. 

And that brings us to the 
tomato. Only real, summery 
tomatoes arc allowed. Ideally, 
the tomato should still be warm 
from the garden, but room tem- 
perature is fine. Just before 


assembling the sandwich, .slice 
the tomato thicker than the 
bacon but thinner than the 
toast. Too thin ami the flavor is 
lost; loo thick and you’ll end up 
with a dribbling mess. 

Tu assemble.. spread a thin 
layer of mayonnaise (real, 
please) over one side of both 
slices of toast. Make a single 
layer of lettuce on one slice. On 
the other slice, align the strips of 
bacon, lined np snugly and in 
the same direction, but not over- 
lapping. If desired, make a sec- 
ond layer in the same manner, 
parallel to the first. I’lacv the 
tomato - a'siiiglc'sllce'if large 
enough to cowr the toast, other- 
wise two - <m top of the bacon 
and sprinkle with salt and pep- 
per to taste. (Never allow the 
tomato to be in direct contaci 
with tile toast; it ivill result in a 
soggy sandwich.)

Try these (delicious fried green (or not) tomatoes

My Granny O'Shea did, not fry 
green tomatoes. At the family 
farm near Kenmarc in County 
Kerry, at the southwest tip of 
Ireland, green tomatoes were des- 
tined for chutney. It was ripe, red 
comaiocs that were cut in half, 
sprinkled with sail, then fried in 
butter in a covered, cast-iron skil- 
let, over medium-high heat, for 7 
to lO minutes. 

Granny would not turn the 
tomatoes fpronounced to-mah- 
tbes). The flat, cut-side would be 
slightly charred. The steam with- 
in the covered cooker loosened 
4nd cracked the skin, tenderizing 


the flesh. Juices caramelized and 
concentrated the tomato flavor. 

At a late-summor Sunday sup- 
per, such tomatoes were served 
with a traditional mixed grill of 
pork sausage, thick-cut bacon, 
black and white pudding (blood 
and oatmeal sausage), sirloin 
steak and fried eggs, There was 
always room on the plate for a 
thick slice of crusty Irish bread 
that was pan-seared in bacon 
drippings until crisp and golden 
brown. 

But here in the Stales, we fry 
- the green ones, a dish of Souihem- 
iradition. As the growing season 
comes to a dose and the fruits no 
longer ripen to red, tomatoes arc 
picked while soil firm and green. 


This recipe comes from 
"Wliistle Stop Cafe (Cookbook", 
by Fanfiie Flag^ wlio was nomi- 
nated for an Academy Award for 
her screenplay of the movie 
“Fried Green Tomatoes." To 
keep the cooked tomatoes from 
getting soggy before ibey are 
served, stand them up like wheels 
in (he serving dish instead of 
stacking tlicm.

Discord shadows Reform Party’s nominating convention

LONG BEACH, Calif. - Reform 
Party activists gathered Tuesday 
in this Oceanside town for a

The process of deciding who 
gets the public money began 
behind closed doors Tuesdoy -

Buchanan followed the rules in 
the party’s primary or should be 
disqualified from receiving the 
park's nomination. 

. The closure, a departure from 
Reform Party procedure, is a les- 
son from the party’s national 
committee meeting in Nashville, 
Tenn., over the winter, according 
to party chairman Gerry Moan. 
That event, at which Buchanan 
did not play a part, turned into a 
nationally televised, brawl 
between factions that embar- 
rassed many party members. 


"What we found out in 
Nashville was that some people 
did some orchestrating only be- 
cause the cameras were there,” 
he said early Tuesday, adding 
that later parts of the meeting 
are expected to be opened. "I 
know there arc some people who 
really just want to make sure that 
the proceedings, don’t go forward 
and nothing gets done."
